Hartselle For pood 


Haft selle. Ala.. April 26.—(Special) 
Mrs. O. H. Mathis spent yesterday to 
Hartselle, addressing the farmera and 
school children at 10:30 a. m., and 
th e business tnen and women of Hart- 
selle and Falkvillc in the afternoon. 
Mrs. Mathis made an earnest appeal 
to every man, woman and child to do 
their “bit" towards producing food 
and feedstuff sufficient to keep the 
South from starvation and presented 
the grave conditions that we are now 
facing, saying in part: “The South 
which is in the habit of shipping in 
millions of dollars worth 
of 
feed­ 
stuff and food every year has been 
solemnly warned since wa are at war 
with Germany that further shipments 
will not be permitted, the great vol­ 
ume of stuff that has been supplied to 
southern markets formerly would now 
be used by the government to feed 
her soldiers and allies. That the plain 
fact of ‘feed yourself or starve* had 
gone forth and that if we tailed to 
let it soak in now while the time was 
at hand to plant and cultivate food 
tcrops. distress would surely follow.** 
At her suggestion a committee of

men

London, April 26.—The submarine 
sunk by the steamship Mongolia blew 
up when she w&s struck by a shell, 
according to details received here to­ 
day. 
Captain Rice, master of the 
Mon­ 
golia, said that there was a terrific 
explosion 
Immediately after the U- 
boat was struck and that a pall of 
smoke hung over the water. 
The naval gunners on board made a 
clean hit at 1,000 yards. 
The peri­ 
scope was seen to be shattered. 
The submarine, Capt. Rice said, was 
about to attack the great liner in 
British waters on April 19. 
He de­ 
clared there was absolutely no doubt 
that the U-boat was hit and that there 
was every reason to believe It was de­ 
stroyed. 
The periscope was 
sighted 
dead 
ahead on the last afternoon of «he 
voyage. 
The captain gave the order 
for full speed ahead. 
It was the in­ 
tention to ram the submarine. 
The periscope disappeared and a 
few minutes later reappeared on the 
ship’s broadside. 
The gunners fired, 
hitting the periscope squarely and 
throwing up a mountain of water. 
Even more important a fact as re­ 
gards the ultimate fate of the sub­ 
marine was that the shell disappeared 
Immediately after the hit was made. 
The captain stated that a ahell al­ 
ways richochets in the water and 
can be seen again unless it finds the 
mark. Oil alto was seen on the wat­ 
er after the submarine disappeared. 
The Mongolia was going 
at 
full 
speed and was a long distance away 
when the spray and foam subsided, 
but from the bridge the officers obser­ 
ved the spot through their glasses 
and they are confident the subma­ 
rine was s.unk.
